Fifteen  Classes  in  Business  Sessions,  Gala 
Marching  Order  and  Banquet  Festivities 


AS  IF  repenting  for  the  raw  deal  which  he  handed 
to  reunion  classes  last  year,  the  weather  man  put 
out  his  best  effects  for  Alumni  week-end  and  more 
than  600  Lehigh  men,  from  Col.  Raeder,  '76,  to  a  num- 
ber of   '36  seniors,  enjoved  the  largest  reunion  since 
1932. 

Festivities  opened  with  the  Friday  night  alumni  din- 
ner, honoring,  and  introducing  to  many  alumni  for 
the  first  time,  Dr.  C.  C.  Williams,  Lehigh's  president. 
After  the  dinner  proper  there  was  a  program  of  songs 
from  the  Mustard  and  Cheese  production  of  this  year, 
"Prom  Trotters"  presented  by  student  members  of  the 
original  cast  and  directed  by  A.  A.  Rights,  dramatic 
instructor. 

Albion  N.  Van  Vleck,  '08,  winner  of  the  recent  song 
contest  was  introduced  and  directed  group  singing  of 
this  prize  number  after  the  Lehigh  quartet  had  pre- 
sented it. 

Dr.  Williams  then  spoke  a  word  of  appreciation  and 
welcome  and  was  followed  by  H.  G.  Reist,  president  of 
the  class  of  '86,  and  Col.  Raeder,  76.  "Bucky"  Mac- 
donald  introduced  Howell  Scobey,  '36,  protege  of  the 
class  of  '19,  presented  him  with  the  class  award  and 
assured  the  group  that  "  '19  had  made  no  mistake  in 
choosing  Scobey." 

The  Alumni  parade,  held  the  next  afternoon,  again 
reflected  the  spirit  of  a  fine  day  after  1,500  had  been 
served  lunch  in  the  armory  and  approximately  500 
marched  while  1,000  looked  on.    (See  pages  12-13.) 

The  class  of  '15  brought  its  own  sound  truck  and 
'26  its  own  "band"  of  several  pieces,  but  '31  brought 
few  clothes,  barrels  being  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
theme  "Five  Years  of  the  New  Deal." 

The  boys  of  '01  struck  a  Chinese  note  with  their  in- 
dividual silk  banners,  a  gift  of  Te  Ching  Yen,  their 
classmate,  and  also  struck  the  jackpot  in  class  cups, 
winning  both  the  active  membership  and  reunion 
awards. 

1916  scored  a  "scoop"  in  the  newspaper  sense  by 
dressing  its  members  as  newsboys.  Special  editions  of 
the  Brown  and  White  with  particular  information 
about  '16  were  distributed  to  the  crowd  and  served  as 
real  souvenirs. 

When  the  parade  had  reached  the  Taylor  stadium 
the  classes  fell  into  their  formations,  gave  cheers,  sang 
the  Alma  Mater  and  then  filed  into  the  stands  for  the 
baseball  game. 

Whipped  on  by  the  relentless  fury  of  Manager  Mac- 
donald  and  Captain  "Cork"  O'Keefe  the  alumni  team 
scored  an  upset  in  the  7-inning  baseball  game  by  stag- 
ing a  spree  of  stealing,  clouting  and  good  fielding  to 
break  up  a  unit  tie  in  the  last  frame.  The  final  score 
favored  the  alumni  6-1.  In  this  game  special  honors  go 
to  "Gus"  Savaria,    '21,  and  "Sandy"  Morrison,   '26. 

The  various  business  sessions  of  the  week-end  brought 
out  the  chief  points  that  the  drive  to  meet  the  Univer- 
sity Trustees'  offer  to  pay  half  of  the  library  debt  had 
been  entirely  successful  and  that  the  Alumni  Associa- 


tion would  next  assume  the  underwriting  of  improve- 
ments to  the  chemistry  laboratory,  approximating 
$100,000. 

The  three  important  sessions  began  with  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association 
on  Friday  at  noon  in  the  Bethlehem  Club  in  which  the 
various  legislations  to  come  before  the  following  meet- 
ings was  determined. 

The  directors  heard  brief  outlines  of  committee 
achievements  and  proposed  resolutions  from  the  clubs 
and  determined  which  measures  should  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Alumni  Trustees.  An  outstanding- 
finding  was  the  active  work  of  many  committees  which 
had  taken  a  conscientious  interest  in  the  investigations 
allotted  to  them. 

To  the  directors,  the  Council  meeting  that  afternoon 
was  a  matter  of  repetition  but  it  served  as  an  interest- 
ing insight  on  the  fund  drive  to  the  class  agents  and 
club  officials  in  attendance.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Council  meeting  be  set  in  future  years  as  a  prior  dis- 
cussion session  for  the  general  alumni  meeting  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  This  was  a  result  of  the  overcrowding 
of  business  in  the  latter  convocation  which  caused  dele- 
gates to  be  delayed  for  the  luncheon  and  the  Alumni 
parade. 

The  Alumni  Association  general  session  was,  of 
course,  the  climax  to  all  business  matters  and  resulted 
in  some  of  the  most  spirited  discussion  in  years.  At- 
tended by  the  most  interested  of  Lehigh  alumni,  it 
represented  a  good  cross-section  of  opinion  on  many 
important  matters  and  served  to  advise  the  Alumni 
Trustees  of  this  sentiment  for  their  following  action. 

Various  resolutions  from  clubs  including  a  petition 
for  more  scholarships  and  rearrangement  of  the  place- 
ment set-up  were  forwarded  to  the  Trustees  for  con- 
sideration and  the  publication  of  a  new  Alumni  Direct- 
ory was  determined. 

Reports  of  the  Alumni  office  showed  its  financial  con- 
dition to  be  in  good  shape  with  the  Bulletin  a  success 
under  its  new  limited  subscription  policy.  In  the  latter 
case  a  trend  toward  a  modified  class  guarantee  system 
for  subscriptions  is  indicated,  however. 

The  class  dinners  on  Saturday  night  were  indeed  gala 
affairs.  In  all  parts  of  Bethlehem  and  scattered  from 
Hellertown  to  the  outskirts  of  Allentown  were  Lehigh 
men  and  guests  of  honor,  all  celebrating  the  end  of  a 
perfect  day  and  the  beginning  of  another  one. 

The  off-year  1915  men  built  an  arbor  across  the  hall 
of  their  headquarters  in  the  Bethlehem  hotel  and  1935 
found  its  way  to  the  summer  Maennerchor,  while  '26 
and  '01  staged  their  parties  in  the  Saucon  Valley  coun- 
try club.  Most  of  the  classes  had  music  with  their 
gatherings  although  the  instruments  ranged  from  full 
orchestras  to  moose  whistles. 

For  those  who  chose  to  attend,  the  Sunday  Bacca- 
laureate services  were  impressive  and  a  peaceful  close 
to  a  three  day  vacation.

Dickerman  Says  and  Alumni  Association 
Follows  Keynote  to  Approve  Underwriting 
Of  Improvements  to  Chemistry  Laboratory 


C LEAKING  its  financial  decks  for  action  by  an- 
nouncing the  success  of  a  drive  to  pay  off:  the 
library  debt,  the  Alumni  Association  rolled  up 
its  sleeves  at  the  annual  meeting  Saturday,  June  6,  and 
plunged  into  the  job  of  continued  improvement  of  Le- 
high  by  voting  to  go  ahead  with  alterations  of  the 
chemistry  laboratory. 

-  The  first  announcement  of  the  attainment  of  the 
desired  $40,000  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  University 
by  going  half-way  on  the  complete  debt,  came  to  the 
general  assembly  when  E.  F.  Johnson,  fund  chairman, 
stated.  "Gentlemen,  the  library  debt  is  past  history." 
The  delegates  cheered  and  applauded. 

After  hearing  President  Williams  outline  the  para- 
mount needs  of  the  University,  Mr.  Johnson  again  rose 
and  discussed  the  desirability  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion's underwriting  of  either  (1)  the  chemistry  labora- 
tory extension.  (2)  first  unit  of  the  dormitory  system. 
or  (3)  an  additional  wing  to  the  armory  for  social 
purposes.  He  favored  the  latter  as  the  most  reasonable 
project. 

Mr.  Dickerman  made  a  strong  appeal  for  the  chem- 
istry laboratory  improvements,  striking  the  keynote 
that  education  was  the  first  responsibility  of  Lehigh. 
Mi.  E.  G.  Grace  then  rose  to  give  support  to  this  plea, 
claiming  that  the  $100,000  amount  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion was  a  worthy  goal  and  that  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion certainly  should  not  be  afraid  of  it. 

After  additional  discussion  it  was  moved,  seconded 
and  passed  that  the  Alumni  Association  undertake  the 
project,  thus,  in  one  meeting,  marking  the  financial 
completion  of  its  last  major  building  project  and  begin- 
ning Lehigh's  nest  physical  improvement. 

Minutes  of  the  Meeting 

President  Frank  B.  Bell.  '97,  called  the  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association  to  order  in  the  Alumni  Mem- 
orial Building.  June  6,  at  10  :50  A.M.  By  motion,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  take  the  roll  from  the 
registration  cards  in  the  Alumni  Office. 

President  Bell  appointed  as  tellers  Messrs.  D.  M. 
Petty,  '09.  Walter  Schrempel,  '14.  and  William  Bohn- 
ing.  '34. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  as  published  in  the  July. 
1935,  issue  of  the  Lehigh  Alumni  Bulletin,  by  mo- 
tion, were  duly  approved. 

President  Bell  explained  that  Dr.  C.  C.  Williams, 
new  President  of  the  University,  was  with  us  and  he 
was  sure  all  would  be  interested  in  a  message  from  him 
regarding  general  University  matters.  Dr.  Williams 
then  came  forward  and  made  a  verbal  report  which 
began  with  the  study  of  attendance  in  all  the  colleges 
and  in  the  Freshman  Class  and  followed  with  a  sum- 
mary of  the  changes  in  business  organization  resulting 
from  the  death  of  Vice-President  Dr.  Natt  M.  Emery, 
and  the  resignation  of  A.  E.  Buchanan.  Jr.,  as  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  Director 


of   the   University's    Department    of    Promotion    and 
Publicity. 

The  president  described  the  completion  of  organiza- 
tion of  the  separate  college  faculties  with  their  deans 
and  graduate  schools  leading  to  the  doctoral  degree. 

He  then  discussed  the  adoption  of  retiring  age  for 
faculty  members,  gifts  and  bequests  to  the  LTniversity 
and  some  outstanding  recognition  to  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  which  have  come  within  the  past 
year.  He  concluded  this  portion  of  his  talk  by  outlin- 
ing projects  which  would  be  worthy  additions  to  the 
Lehigh  physical  plant,  among  these  being  the  need  for 
improvements  to  the  chemistry  laboratory,  the  unit-by- 
unit  construction  of  the  dormitory  system,  and  the  ad- 
dition to  the  Armory.  This  was  followed  by  an  address 
to  the  alumni  which  is  incorporated  in  an  article  on 
page  7  of  this  issue. 

President  Bell  then  explained  that  there  probably 
was  nothing  of  greater  interest  to  all  than  the  report 
regarding  the  Library  debt  and  called  on  E.  F.  John- 
son, '07,  General  Chairman  of  the  Alumni  Fund  Com- 
mittee, to  make  his  report. 

Chairman  Johnson  refused  to  take  proper  credit 
to  himself  for  his  share  in  the  results,  thanking  and 
complimenting  his  associates  all  along  the  line  for  the 
fine  work  done.  He  called  attention  to  the  charts,  show- 
ing the  amounts  raised  in  the  various  years  from  1925- 
26  up  to  the  present  year,  1935-36,  referring  to  the 
peak  in  1929-30,  explaining  that  we  all  knew  the  reason 
for  the  rapid  falling  off.  "This  year",  he  said,  "Ave 
have  started  the  curve  on  the  upward  trend,  with  $50,- 
000  raised  and  the  Library  debt  now  is  a  thing  of  the 
past."  He  complimented  the  various  class  agents  and 
chairmen  of  the  fund  committees  of  the  clubs,  calling 
attention  to  charts  giving  percentage  of  members  of 
clubs  contributing,  and  percentage  of  men  in  the  classes 
and  the  totals  in  each  case.  He  said  that  in  all  his  con- 
tacts he  had  experienced  the  finest  kind  of  Lehigh  spirit 
and  everyone  was  glad  to  give  to  the  fund  in  proportion 
to  his  ability.  Those  who  were  not  able  to  give  ex- 
pressed real  regret  at  their  inability  to  help  at  this 
time.  He  mentioned  that  the  income  from  all  sources 
just  about  equalled  the  expense  of  running  the  Univer- 
sity and  that  the  only  way  our  new  President  could 
hope  to  make  improvements  in  the  physical  condition 
of  the  University  was  through  the  free  giving  of  the 
alumni,  and  he  immediately  launched  into  hopes  for 
the  coming  years. 

In  looking  to  the  future  Mr.  Johnson  pointed  out 
that  there  were  three  projects  which  were  vital  needs 
to  the  University,  these  being:  (1)  improvements  to 
the  Chemistry  Laboratory,  (2)  the  construction  of  the 
first  unit  of  the  proposed  dormitory  system,  and  (3) 
an  additional  wing  on  the  Armory  to  make  a  place 
large  enough  for  student  dances,  general  meetings  and 
dramatic  productions.  He  crossed  off  the  first  two  pro-

jects  as  being,  in  his  estimation,  too 
costly  for  an  immediate  drive  but  sug- 
gested that  the  third  could  be  con- 
structed at  a  cost  approximating  $50,000 
and  would  serve  a  vital  social  need. 

Urging  that  the  Alumni  Association 
consider  this  project  immediately,  Mr. 
Johnson  closed  his  report.

Mr.  W.  C.  Dickerman  rose  to  suggest 
additional  discussion  of  the  matter  be- 
fore such  a  move  should  be  made.  He 
claimed  that  the  major  obligation  of  a 
University  was  education  and  where 
there  was  a  differentiation  to  be  made 
between  the  extension  of  facilities  for 
the  chemistry  laboratory  and  social 
functions,  he  felt  it  advisable  for  the 
Association  to  give  greater  attention  to 
the  chemistry  laboratory  improvements 
and  asked  for  further  expressions  on 
this  matter.  Eugene  G.  Grace  then  rose 
to  support  Mr.  Dickerman's  stand  on 
the  chemistry  laboratory  and  asked 
President  Williams  if  the  need  were  not 
a  vital  one.  President  Williams  ex- 
plained that  he  felt  it  was  the  para- 
mount need  of  the  campus. 

When  the  cost  of  this  building  pro- 
ject had  been  estimated  at  approximate- 
ly $100,000,  Mr.  Grace  further  urged 
that  there  be  no  hesitation  in  the  mat- 
ter and  that  the  Lehigh  Alumni  Associ- 
ation should  not  be  afraid  of  a  drive  for 
an  amount  of  this  proportion. 


It  was  then  moved,  seconded  and  car- 
ried that  the  Alumni  Association  under- 
take the  underwriting  of  improvements 
to  the  chemistry  laboratory  approxi- 
mating  $100,000,   without   specifications 
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Mr.  Okeson  explained  that  this  report 
of  the  Treasurer  only  showed  the  amount 
of  money  that  had  actually  been  deposit- 
ed in  the  hank  up  to  the  time  of  his  milk- 
ing: up  the  report.  It  does  not  include 
cheeks  we  have  in  hand  after  that  date 
and  pledged  cheeks  contingent  on  the 
total  amount  being  raised,  which  will 
make  a  material  change  in  the  face  of 
this    report. 


as  to  the  time  for  payment,  the  latter 
being  at  Mr.  Johnson's  suggestion. 

President  Bell  then  called  on  W.  R. 
Okeson,  Treasurer  of  the  University,  to 
tell  us  something  about  how  our  goal 
was  reached. 

Last  year  we  raised  through  the  medi- 
um of  the  Alumni  Fund  $18,601.52 
and  this  year  we  were  asking  for  al- 
most three  times  that  amount.  To  be 
sure  before  the  depression  there  was  a

year  in  which  the  Fund  amounted  to 
$100,000.  But  do  not  forget  that  in 
that  year  we  had  $60,000  pledged  in 
advance  and  furthermore  one  of  the 
underwriters — B.  G.  Grace,  '99 — gave 
an  extra  $5,000  in  order  to  give  us  the 
$100,000.  This  year  there  was  no 
underwriting  so  the  giving  of  $50,000 
by  1140  contributors  is  in  my  estima- 
tion the  best  record  the  Alumni  Fund 
has  ever  made.  Certainly  it  is  the 
largest  number  of  contributors  as  the 
best  previous  record  was  932.  The 
number  of  contributors  1140  is  about 
two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  active 
members  of  the  Alumni  Association 
which  this  year  totals  1731. 

"There  were  numerous  high  lights 
in  the  campaign.  First,  the  fact  that 
the  "old  guard"  came  through  as  usual 
with  the  same  generous  giving  that  has 
characterized  them  for  years.  Then  a 
number  of  new  "big  givers"  appeared 
and  that  heartened  us  considerably. 
Certainly  unless  new  men  appear  to  re- 
place the  wheel  horses  who  have  pulled

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The  State  of  the  University 

As  Outlined  in  the  President's  Address, 
Indicates  Advancement  Toward  New  Coals 
In    Study,    Enrollment   and   Administration 


MAKING  his  first  formal  appear- 
ance before  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  business  session,  President 
Williams  spoke  at  the  Saturday  morn- 
ing meeting  of  the  alumni  group  on  the 
state  of  the  University  during  the  past 
year.  This  being  his  initial  year  of  ser- 
vice to  Lehigh,  the  alumni  were  especi- 
ally interested  in  the  report  which  he 
presented. 

Beginning  with  a  discussion  of 
attendance,  President  Williams 
stated  that  the  total  was  1,417 
with  the  sub-divisions  including 
900  in  the  engineering  colleges, 
240  in  the  college  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences, 2S0  in  the  college  of  busi- 
ness administration  and  an  ad- 
ditional 125  in  the  graduate 
school.  The  Freshman  class,  he 
said,  number  490,  all  of  the  fig- 
ures being  approximations. 

Attendance  this  year,  he  re- 
marked, was  over  a  4%  increase 
in  comparison  with  last  year's 
figures,  with  registrations  to 
date  indicating  almost  2%  in- 
crease for  next  year  and  registra- 
tion at  Sub-Freshman  Day  point- 
ing toward  a  6%  increase  in  next 
year's   Freshman   class. 

The  President  then  turned  to 
changes  in  business  organization 
resulting  from  the  passing  of  Dr. 
Emery,  with  the  principal  point 
lying  in  the  appointment  of  Mel- 
vin  Schissler  as  auditor  and  va- 
rious other  jobs  so  capably  han- 
dled by  Dr.  Emery  being  dele- 
gated to  regularly  authorized 
cfficials.  Changes  resulting  from 
the  resignation  of  A.  E.  Buchan- 
an, Jr.,  as  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Promotion  and  Pub- 
licity, brought  about  the  appoint- 
ment of  Professor  Dale  H.  Gram- 
ley  as  "news  editor"  with  two 
assistants. 

Completion  of  the  organization  of  the 
separate  college  faculties  with  deans  and 
resumption  of  graduate  study  at  the  doc- 
toral level  was  then  outlined  by  Dr.  Wil- 
liams as  it  had  been  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  adoption  of 
a  retiring  age  for  faculty  members  had 
been  set  at  the  age  of  6S  and,  discussing 
gifts  and  bequests,  announced  that 
anonymous  contributions  from  an  alum- 
nus this  year  had  totalled  $110,000  ap- 
proximately, and  that  bequests  from  the 
Gotshall  Estate,  still  in  litigation,  are 
expected  to  total  $100,000. 

Among  special  recognitions  to  faculty 
members,  the  President  explained  that 


Frederick  A.  Bradford  had  been  named 
a  financial  advisor  to  the  Republican 
Party,  that  Stewart  S.  Cairns  would  at- 
tend the  Institute  for  Advanced  Study 
at  Princeton  and  that  Maurice  Ewing 
will  be  chief  scientist  on  a  submarine 
expedition  for  the  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey. 

The  President  then  closed  his  techni- 
cal report  of  the  year's  activities  with  a

statement  of  the  paramount  needs  of  the 
University,  numbering  these  in  order  of 
importance  as  being  (1)  improvements 
to  the  chemistry  laboratory,  (2)  unit-by- 
unit  construction  of  the  dormitory  sys- 
tem, and  (3)  extension  of  the  Armory 
for  social  purposes.  The  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation later  voted  to  underwrite  the 
building  of  the  first  project.  (See  p.  4). 

In  a  personal  statement  to  the  Alumni 
Association  members,  President  Wil- 
liams said: 

"I  commend  your  loyalty  to  your  alma 
mater.  Let  me  entreat  your  loyalty  to 
Lehigh  not  for  her  sake  alone  but  as  a 
representative  of  that  great  group  of 
endowed  colleges  which  constitute  the 
strongest  bulwark  in  the  defense  of  in- 


dependence in  education  in  the  United 
States.  In  recent  years,  we  have  wit- 
nessed unprecedented  efforts  by  govern- 
ment bureaucracy  to  influence  popular 
opinion  through  a  managed  education. 
President  Coffman,  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  charged  in  his  recent  address 
before  School  Superintendents  at  St. 
Louis  that  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  sought  to  coerce  colleges  of 
agriculture  to  teach  the  validity 
of  the  A. A. A.  despite  the  fact 
that  many  agricultural  econo- 
mists were  convinced  that  the 
act  was  unsound.  He  says  that 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or- 
dered the  land  grant  colleges  to 
spend  the  money  which  had  been 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  re- 
search, instruction  and  extension 
activities  to  promote  the  A.A.A. 
I  myself  observed  an  effort  on 
the  part  of  a  Federal  bureau  to 
use  N.  Y.  A.  students  to  collect 
biased  information  concerning 
electric  power  utilities.  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  the  University  with 
which  I  was  connected  at  the 
time  declined  to  participate.  In 
fairness,  I  should  say  that  so  far 
as  I  know  this  activity  had  no 
influence  on  the  allotment  of 
funds  for  N.Y.A.  students  at  that 
institution. 

The    Federal    Trade    Commis- 
sion  a   few   years   ago,   through 
false   inferences  and   unsubstan- 
tiated charges  that  certain  pro- 
fessors had  been  suborned  by  the 
so-called  power  trust,  attempted 
to  dragoon  college  professors  in- 
to   a    one-sided    attitude    toward 
power     companies.     Within     the 
past  three  years  certain  pseudo- 
scientific    reports    purporting   to 
be  studies  of  major  economic  and 
industrial    problems    have    been 
prepared  by  special  committees  or  boards 
and    distributed    to    universities.    In    at 
least  two  cases,  the  only  ones  that  have 
come  particularly  to  my  attention,  the 
data   were   largely   conjectures    without 
substantial  basis  of  observation.  The  ef- 
fort  to  utilize  schools  and   colleges  for 
propaganda  rather  than  agencies  to  dis- 
cover  and   disseminate   truth   was   only 
too  apparent. 

What  I  am  saying  is  not  an  attack  on 
the  New  Deal;  it  is  merely  a  glimpse 
at  what  bureaucracy  comprised  of  hu- 
man beings  might  mean  if  it  were  in 
charge  of  publicly  supported  education. 
If  private  monopolies  should  venture 
half  as  far,  they  would  certainly  deserve

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Ending  A  Successful  Year 


MARKING  the  end  of  its  first  year  of 
service  after  reassuming  the  re- 
sponsibility of  Alumni  Fund  -work, 
the  Board  of  Directors  was  able  to  point 
to  a  successful  drive  for  the  $40,000 
to  meet  the  University  Trustee  challenge 
in  promising  half-payment  contingent 
upon  the  alumni  subscription  of  their 
share. 

Reports  also  showed  that  the  Board's 
action  of  the  past  year  in  puttng  the 
Bulleitx  on  an  individual  subscription 
basis  had  proved  to  be  a  successful  fin- 
ancial venture  and  that  the  abolishment 
cf  the  collection  of  class  dues  by  the 
central  office  had  relieved  an  unneces- 
sary burden. 

Committee  actions  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing minutes  were  also  outstanding 
in  the  past  year. 

Under  new  business  the  Board  laid 
the  foundation  for  future  action  by  the 
Alumni  Trustees  and  passed  on  to  them 
several  resolutions.  Additionally  it  con- 
densed several  issues  which  were  later 
placed  on  the  floor  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation meeting.  One  of  these  resulted 
in  the  decision  to  begin  publishing  a 
new  Alumni  Directory  in  the  coming 
year. 

Minutes  of  the  Meeting 

The  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Alumni  Association,  held 
in  the  form  of  a  luncheon  meeting 
at  the  Bethlehem  Club,  was  called  to 
order  by  Frank  B.  Bell,  President,  at 
noon  on  Friday,  June  5.  This  is  the  first 
year  that  the  Directors  included  the 
Presidents  of  Lehigh  Clubs  at  their 
meeting.

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  as  print- 
ed in  the  January,  1936,  issue  of  the 
Lehigh  Autji^i  Bulletin  were  duly  ap- 
proved. 

R.  S.  Taylor.  '95,  Treasurer  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  read  report  on  the 
Alumni  Fund,  which  is  published  on 
page  6  of  this  issue. 

President  Bell  called  on  the  Executive 
Secretary  to  read  the  reports  of  the  Al- 
umni Association  and  the  Alujixi  Bul- 
letin found  on  page  17  of  this  issue.  All 
reports  were  approved  and  ordered  filed. 

Morton  Sultzer,  '12  was  then  called  on 
to  report  regarding  the  song  contest 
and  praised  the  fine  response  that  the 
Committee  had  received  from  Lehigh 
men  when  89  entries  were  turned  in  be- 
fore the  final  day  of  the  contest.  Of  these 
he  claimed  20  to  be  a  select  group  from 
which  a  song  book  could  well  be  pub- 
lished and  gave  the  progress  of  the 
committee  in  this  respect.  All  of  the 
prize  money  was  paid,  Mr.  Sultzer  ex- 
plained, and  the  song  contest  closed  suc- 
cessfully. W7ith  regard  to  the  actual  pub- 
lication of  the  song  book,  however,  it 
was  a  report  of  progress. 

President  Bell  then  reported  that  he 


had  written  letters  to  key  men  in  each 
class,  that  had  a  balance  in  their  ac- 
count with  us,  suggesting  that  since 
these  accounts  were  becoming  inactive, 
it  would  be  well  for  class  treasurers  to 
take  over  these  funds  or  give  the  money 
to  the  Bnxnix  to  help  pay  off  the  $1600 
deficit,  incurred  last  year.  To  date,  there 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  Bulletin 
account,  the  sum  of  $975.13.  The  class  of 
'S3  has  just  authorized  us  to  turn  the 
balance  in  their  account,  $106.44,  over  to 
the  Bulletix  account  and  when  this  is 
done,  the  total  turned  over  to  the  Bul- 
letin will  be  $1,081.57.  The  class  of  '88 
has  a  balance,  with  us,  of  $146.45,  but 
they  prefer  to  allow  this  money  to  re- 
main as  it  is  until  they  decide  just  what 
shall  be  done  with  it.  All  other  accounts 
are  closed. 

E.  F.  Johnson,  '07,  Chairman  of  the 
Fund  Committee,  was  called  on  to  make 
his  report,  which  he  briefed,  as  he  ex- 
plained he  would  have  a  much  more  de- 
tailed report  to  make  at  the  Council 
meeting  and  Alumni  meeting,  where  he 
would  have  charts  and  a  blackboard. 
(See   page    6). 

The  Executive  Secretary  then  passed 
around  a  paper  showing  the  percentage 
of  members  of  each  class  paying  Dues 
from  June  13,  1935,  to  June  4,  1936.  The 
class  of  '01,  with  a  percentage  of  93, 
stood  out  as  the  outstanding  class  among 
those  who  have  not  already  received  the 
active  membership  cup.  In  view  of  this 
and  on  account  of  their  outstanding  in- 
terest in  alumni  matters,  they  were 
awarded  the  cup.  President  Bell  was 
instructed  to  arrange  for  presentation 
of  the  cup  at  the  Alumni  Meeting. 

Under    new    business,    the    President 
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brought  forward  the  resolutions  of  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  and  Philadelphia 
Clubs,  regarding  additional  scholarships. 
By  motion,  resolutions  were  passed  on 
to  the  University  Trustees  to  be  adopted 
when  practical. 

President  Bell  then  asked  L.  Earl  Wil- 
son, '14,  who  was  present,  to  explain 
fully  the  matter  of  the  New  York  Club's 
resolution  in  regard  to  the  Placement 
Bureau.  It  was  felt,  that  since  the  Place- 
ment Bureau  is  now  a  department  of 
the  University,  this  matter  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  President  of  the 
University  and  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  that  the  Alumni  Association  should 
cooperate  in  every  way  they  can  with 
whatever  plan  the  Trustees  may  adopt 
in  regard  to  this. 

The  Executive  Secretary  then  passed 
around  suggested  budget  for  the  fiscal 
year,  1936-37,  comparing  it  with  actual 
figures  for  '34-'35  and  '35-'36,  which  bud- 
get was  unanimously  approved. 

There  being  no  further  business,  meet- 
ing was  adjourned.

The   Fund   Swings   Upward 


LAST  year,  after  the  principal  func- 
tion of  the  Alumni  Council,  namely, 
the  raising  of  funds,  was  taken  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  Council,  it  was  de- 
cided, after  considerable  discussion,  to 
reconstitute  it  and  that  it  should  be 
made  up  of  the  president  and  secretary 
of  each  of  the  Lehigh  clubs  and  the  class 
agents. 

At  the  Council  meeting  this  year,  op- 
portunity was  to  be  given  for  the  vari- 
ous standing  committees  to  make  their 
reports  but  the  main  point  of  interest 
was  the  success  of  the  Lehigh  fund 
drive  in  which  an  active  part  had  been 
taken  by   those  present. 

Through  the  reports  of  E.  F.  Johnson, 
chairman  of  the  fund  drive,  Walter  R. 
Okeson,  treasurer  and  Wm.  A.  Cornelius, 
executive  secretary,  the  story  of  the  be- 
ginnings of  the  library  debt  campaign 
were  outlined.  The  method  of  solicita- 
tion and  the  reaching  of  the  goal  also 
received  attention. 

From  these  sources,  it  was  learned 
that  the  fund  this  year  had  1.140  con- 
tributors— the  largest  number  ever  to 
be  recorded  since  the  program  was  in- 
itiated. Additionally,  in  actual  financial 
returns,  this  year's  fund  drive  was  the 
largest  since  1932  and  could  be  consid- 
ered equal  to  that  figure  due  to  the  fact 
that  class  dues  are  no  longer  collected 
by  the  Association  but  were  in  that  year.

Minutes  of  the  Meeting 

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Lehigh 
Alumni  Council  was  called  to  order 
by  Frank  B.  Bell,  '97,  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  at  4:25  Friday  af- 
ternoon, June  5,  1936.

Minutes  of  the  meeting,  as  published 
in  the  July,  1935,  issue  of  the  Lehigh 
Alumni  Bulletin,  were  duly  approved. 

The  Secretary  made  a  verbal  report 
of  some  of  the  outstanding  matters  dis- 
cussed at  the  Directors'  meeting,  ex- 
tended a  general  welcome  and  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  pri- 
marily to  hear  the  reports  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committees.  Mr.  Cornelius  also  re- 
ported on  the  work  that  had  been  car- 
ried out  during  the  year  and  outlined 
the  progress  with  the  Alumni  Bulletin, 
explaining  how  he  had  taken  Mr.  Buch- 
anan's work  "on  the  wing"  and  said 
his  present  work  was  mighty  pleasant. 

Declaring  that  he  is  never  a  "hold-up 
man"  for  the  organization,  he  claimed 
that  he  had  met  a  spirit  of  good  will 
toward  the  University  in  all  his  con- 
tacts and  that  there  had  been  no  re- 
sentment toward  this  drive.  Lauding  E. 
F.  Johnson,  Chairman  of  the  Fund  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  Cornelius  said,  "No  one 
could  have  done  a  better  job  and  no  one 
has  contributed  more  in  time  or  actual 
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finances  toward  the  outcome."  The  Sec- 
retary further  hailed  Okeson  for  his  ad- 
vice and  contact  work  in  connection 
with  the  Fund  and  concluded  by  point- 
ing to  a  "bright  tomorrow"  for  the  Le- 
high fund  campaign.  He  also  added  that 
the  Alumni  Association  was  always  at 
the  service  of  the  alumni. 

President  Bell  took  the  floor  and  stat- 
ed that  he  had  been  fearful  when  Mr. 
Buchanan  left,  but  felt  fortunate  in  get- 
ting Cornelius  to  take  his  place  and 
that  the  job  has  been  well  filled.  Then 
he  asked  for  committee  reports. 

Alexander  Potter,  '90,  representing  the 
Committee  on  Bulletin,  claimed  that 
one  of  the  biggest  objectives  in  the  pres- 
ent work  was  to  restore  the  Bulletin 
into  the  hands  of  every  living  graduate, 
feeling  that  this  would  increase  general 
interest. 

Cadwallader  Evans.  Jr.,  '01,  speaking 
for  the  Committee  on  Placement,  for 
James  H.  Pierce,  '10,  Chairman,  who  was 
unable  to  be  present,  reported  that  fhe 
Placement  Committee  had  met  twice  and 
it  felt  that  the  Placement  Office  had  jus- 
tified itself  and  should  be  expanded.  He 
further  explained  that  the  University 
had  taken  over  the  placement  work  dur- 
ing the  past  year  as  a  University  func- 
tion and  that  it  had  been  operating  un- 
der a  limited  budget.  The  Committee  be- 
lieved that  under  the  University,  how- 
ever, the  Placement  Office  will  be  ex- 
panded. 

Robert  Farnham,  '99,  gave  a  report 
of  work  of  the  Club  Committee,  explain- 
ing that  the  committee  had  not  done  a 
great  deal  of  constructive  work  this  year 
as  concentration  had  entirely  been  on 
the  use  of  the  clubs  for  the  Library 
fund  campaign.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
committee,  in  future  years,  to  help  along 
organization  lines.  Inasmuch  as  the  Li- 
brary fund  had  reached  its  goal,  Mr. 
Farnham  claimed  that  he  felt  the  work 
of  the  committee  this  year  had  been 
justified,   but   that   the   report   in   itself 


was  merely  a  report  of  progress. 

Morton  Sultzer.  '12.  Chairman  of  the 
Prospective  Student  Committee,  report- 
ed that  he  had  consulted  five  times  with 
Dr.  Congdon  and  Mr.  Smiley,  both  of 
the  Admissions  Office.  Dr.  Congdon  was 
said  to  have  appreciated  particularly  the 
work  of  the  alumni  this  year  in  inter- 
esting prospective  students  and  that 
Sub-Freshman  Day  this  year,  with  100 
more  sub-freshmen  and  200  more  par- 
ents present  than  last  year,  was  a  de- 
cided success. 

E.  F.  Johnson,  '07,  lauded  his  co- 
workers, claiming  his  was  not  a  one- 
man  job  and  backed  Mr.  Cornelius'  state- 
ment that  the  fund  had  been  gladly  sub- 
scribed by  the  alumni  in  general.  He 
thanked  all  present  for  the  work  they 
had  done  and  announced  that  exactly 
$50,000  had  been  contributed.  He  ex- 
plained the  background  behind  the  fund 
contributions  and  said  the  alumni  had 
done  their  share  by  contributing  the  full 
amount  demanded.  "We  can  now  say  the 
Library  debt  is  a  thing  of  the  past"  he 
explained,  and  called  attention  to  the 
charts  which  showed  the  Fund's  prog- 
ress during  the  current  year.  "The  curve 
is  on  the  upward  trend  and  we  hope  to 
keep  it  going  that  way"  was  the  closing 
statement  of  Mr.   Johnson. 

President  Bell  then  brought  up  the 
resolutions  for  more  scholarships  from 
the  Philadlephia  and  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania Clubs  and  explained  that  they  had 
been  referred  to  the  Alumni  Trustees, 
to  be  taken  up  by  the  University.  The 
resolutions  originated  with  the  Southern 
Anthracite  Club  but  had  the  endorse- 
ment of  other  clubs. 

President  Bell  then  lauded  the  New 
York  Club  for  the  fine  results  in  the  re- 
cent song  contest.  He  mentioned  the 
latest  activity  of  the  New  York  Club,  en- 
couraging placement  work  through  a 
resolution,  that  a  Dean  of  alumni  be  ap- 
pointed to  rank  within  the  University 
organization  and  be  responsible  for  find- 


ing part-time  work  for  students,  placing 
members  of  the  graduating  class  and 
actively  encouraging  alumni  placement. 
The  resolution  further  expressed  the 
need  for  a  permanent  record  file  for  each 
alumnus  and  that  the  personal  files  of 
both  employed  and  unemployed  alumni 
be  kept  up  to  date.  It  was  additionally 
suggested  that  in  certain  large  indus- 
trial and  commercial  centers,  an  indi- 
vidual or  a  committee  be  formed  to  con- 
tact prospective  employers  and  that  in 
the  case  of  metropolitan  New  York,  a 
voluntary  assistant  to  this  Dean  be  em- 
ployed to  spend  full  time  in  securing 
Lehigh  alumni  placements. 

A  full  report,  of  which  the  above  is 
an  extract,  was  submitted  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  Lehigh  Club  of  New  York, 
Carl  A.  Baer,  'OS,  Chairman,  W.  J. 
Priestley,  'OS,  and  A.  N.  VanVleck,  'OS. 
President  Bell  reported  that  he  had  re- 
ceived endorsements  of  the  resolution 
from  a  number  of  Lehigh  clubs. 

E.  F.  Johnson,  '07,  said  that  we  had 
made  progress  in  the  three-year  experi- 
mental period  of  the  Placement  Office 
but  doubted  if  we  had  reached  a  point 
to  make  such  a  jump.  "It  would  run  in- 
to a  sizeable  amount,"  he  said,  "and 
there  are  many  vital  things  for  which 
money  could  be  used  otherwise.  It  is 
the  University  which  must  say  yes  .or 
no."  He  could  not  advise  going  into  the 
thing  as  it  stands  but  suggested  that  the 
Placement  Committee  "take  this  matter 
up  as  it  is  not  in  form  to  submit  to  the 
Trustees." 

William  Wirt  Mills,  '87,  offered  office 
space  and  telephone  service  if  it  were 
needed. 

Mr.  Cornelius  said  that  he  appreciated 
this  gathering.  It  was  a  new  venture, 
which  would  be  made  more  important 
in  future  years.

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269  Degrees  Conferred 


DR.   ALEXANDER    POTTER 

To  him  for  fame  and  merit 

TWO  hundred  and  sixty-nine  degrees 
were  conferred  at  the  68th  gradua- 
ation  exercises  held  on  June  9.  Of 
this  list,  241  were  baccalaureate  degrees, 
only  13  short  of  the  largest  class  of 
seniors  to  be  graduated  from  Lehigh. 
Other  degrees  conferred  numbered  two 
honorary  doctorates,  five  professional 
degrees  and  21  master's  degrees. 

Baccalaureate    Sunday 

After  the  solemn  march  from  the 
Memorial  building  to  the  Packer  chapel 
on  Baccalaureate  Sunday,  the  seniors 
took  their  customary  places  in  the  trans- 
epts to  hear  Dr.  Claude  G.  Beardslee, 
chaplain. 

Dr.  Beardslee  voiced  the  plea  that 
the  graduating  students  have  honestly 
open  minds  that  they  may  play  their 
part  in  this  creative  civilization.  This 
open  mind  policy  is  the  basis  of  a  new 
honesty  that  has  become  a  necessary 
part  of  living  under  the  code  that  once 
embraced  only  the  old-fashioned  honesty. 

"Individualism,"  he  said,  "thinks  of 
persons  as  determined  entirely  by  their 
own  wills.  Here  lies  old-fashioned  hon- 
esty. Fatalism  thinks  of  persons  as  de- 
termined entirely  by  heredity  and  en- 
vironment. A  dictatorship  proposes  to 
determine  individuals  by  heredity  and 
environment  and  one  will,  with  as  little 
individualism  as  possible.  Democracy 
proposes  to  determine  individuals  by 
heredity  and  environment  and  all  wills 
with  as  much  competitive  co-operation 
as  possible. 

"Old-fashioned  honesty,  as  subjective 
sincerity,  is  necessary,  since  all  char- 
acter and  thought  are  subjective  in  'lo- 
cation', but  is  not  sufficient  since  fools 
can  be  sincere  and  most  of  them  are. 
Dictatorship  outside  of  knowledge  is 
contrary  to  human  nature  and  is  neither 
necessary,  sufficient  nor  sane.  Religion 
has  suffered  from  both  extremes  and 
needs  critical  democracy. 


"Honesty  means  respecting  rights  and, 
like  all  morality,  varies  with  the  power 
to  act.  Slaves  do  not  have  any  rights 
and  dictators  do  not  respect  any. 

"Our  constitution  sets  our  civilization's 
thermostat  at  justice,  freedom  and  hap- 
piness. It  grants  you  rights  to  life,  lib- 
erty and  the  pursuit  of  your  own  prefer- 
ences. May  happiness  be  your  first  suc- 
cess." 

The  choir  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Church 
of  the  Nativity,  the  Very  Rev.  Walter 
H.  Gray,  dean  and  rector,  provided  the 
music  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  Ed- 
gar Shields,  organist  and  choirmaster. 
The  Rev.  Edward  Morgan,  assistant,  was 
in  charge  of  the  devotions. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan  conducted  the 
service  and  the  Rev.  Prank  William 
Sterrett,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Bethlehem  Diocese  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,   officiated   at   the  benediction.

With  threatening  skies  but  no  rain- 
fall, the  seniors  marched  in  a  body  from 
the  Memorial  building  to  their  stand 
near  the  flag  pole  for  their  final  under- 
graduate exercises.

Commencement 

At  10:30  Tues- 
day morning,  June 
9,  the  academic 
procession,  led  by 
President  Wil- 
liams and  Dr. 
Walter  A.   Jessup 


moved  slowly  from  the  Alumni  Mem- 
orial building  to  the  chapel  while  the 
University  band  played  near  the  flag- 
pole. 

Brought  about  by  the  large  size  of  the 
graduating  class  and  inviting  weather, 
one  of  the  largest  crowds  in  years  was 
assembled  in  the  chapel  for  the  cere- 
mony. As  the  procession  neared  the 
chapel  entrance.  Dr.  T.  E.  Shields,  Uni- 
versity organist  began  to  play  the  pro- 
cessional march. 

Dr.  C.  G.  Beardslee  pronounced  the 
invocation  and  Walter  A.  Jessup,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching,  New  York, 
gave  the  commencement  address. 

Terming  youth,  especially  college  grad- 
uates, as  society's  permanent  pioneer, 
Dr.  Jessup  advised  the  graduating  class 
that  there  was  never  more  opportunity 
nor  more  need  for  them  than  there  is  in 
society  today. 

Alexander  Potter,  '90,  sanitary  and 
consulting  engineer,  ,  who  has  given 
much  of  his  time  to  the  service  of  Le- 
high, has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  chairman  of  the  Bulle- 
tin committee  was  presented  for  an  hon- 
orary degree  by  Professor  Hale  Suther- 
land, head  of  the  curriculum  in  civil 
engineering. 

Professor  Sutherland  presented  Mr. 
Potter  to  President  Williams  with  the 
following  words: 

"In  the  name  of  the  Faculty  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Lehigh  University  I  present  to  you  for 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Engi- 
neering, Mr.  Alexander  Potter  of  New 
York  City,  eminent  sanitary  engineer, 
whose  fame  and  merit  have  brought  to 
him  a  long  series  of  engineering  en- 
gagements on  two  continents. 

"In  the  forty-six  years  since  gradua- 
tion Mr.  Potter  has  given  engineering 
advice    and    service    to    more    than    150 
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municipalities  and  to  many  industries 
in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Mexico 
and  Cuba.  For  over  thirty  years  he  has 
been  chief  engineer  in  charge  of  the 
design,  construction  and  operation  of 
the  first  joint  sewage  project  in  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  undertaken  by  11 
municipalities  in  the  Elizabeth  and  Rail- 
way River  valleys,  including  East 
Orange,  Summit  and  Newark,  the  larg- 
est of  the  group. 

"Supplementing  his  engineering  activ- 
ities, Mr.  Potter  has  been  a  leader  in 
many  civic  movements,  devoting  much 
time  to  public  betterments  in  his  com- 
munity. In  1935  he  was  appointed  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York 
to  serve  as  one  of  the  three  members  of 
the  Rockland-Westchester  Hudson  River 
Crossing  Commission.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New 
York  Rotary  Club  in  which  organization 
he  has  given  much  time  to  the  Boys' 
Work  Committee. 

"Mr.  Potter  has  added  to  the  fame 
and  reputation  of  Lehigh  University  by 
his  long  and  noteworthy  professional 
practice.  Hence  it  is  with  significant 
pleasure  that  this  Faculty  confers  upon 
him  this  mark  of  recognition  and  appre- 
ciation." 

President  Williams  conferred  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  doctor  of  engineering 
to  Mr.  Potter  as  follows: 

"Alexander  Potter — distinguished  son 
of  Lehigh  University,  outstanding  con- 
sultant in  the  field  of  sanitary  engi- 
neering, author  of  numerous  technical 
papers : 

"In  recognition  of  your  distinguished 
contributions  to  knowledge,  the  faculty 
of  Lehigh  University,  with  the  approba- 
tion and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, has  charged  me  with  the  pleasant 
duty  of  conferring  upon  you  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  doctor  of  engineering  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereunto 
pertaining.  In  witness  whereof  I  present 
you  with  this   diploma  and  direct  that 


you  be  invested  with   the  academic  in- 
signia appropriate  to  this  degree." 

The  second  honorary  degree  was  con- 
ferred upon  Stephen  Timoshenko,  pro- 
fessor of  engineering  mechanics  at  the 
University  of  Michigan.  Dr.  TomLnson 
Fort,  head  of  the  department  of  mathe- 
matics said  in  the  presentation : 
"Mr.  President: 

"I  wish  to  present  to  you  for  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  doctor  of  science,  Ste- 
phen Timoshenko,  of  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

"Professor  Timoshenko  is  presented 
to  you  for  this  degree  primarily  for  his 
work  in  mechanics  in  which  field  he  is 
one  of  the  greatest  authorities. 

"Professor  Timoshenko  is  a  native  of 
Russia.  He  came  to  America  in  1922 
with  already  an  international  reputa- 
tion. Since  coming  to  this  country  he 
has  published  five  volumes  and  many 
papers.  They  are  of  the  highest  quality 
and  add  lustre  to  the  country  of  his 
adoption. 

"Professor  Timoshenko  was  first  with 
the  Westinghouse  Company.  He  is  now 
at  the  University  of  Michigan,  where  he 
is  mathematician,  engineer  and  teacher. 
"Sir:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  present- 
ing to  you  for  an  honorary  degree  a 
scholar,  able  research  worker  and  teach- 
er, one  who  has  done  as  much  as  any 
other  to  bring  together  sound  mathe- 
matics and  engineering." 

President  Williams  conferred  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  doctor  of  engineering  to 
Professor  Timoshenko  as  follows: 

"Stephen  Timoshenko — teacher,  emi- 
nent scholar,  international  authority  in 
the  fields  of  engineering  mechanics  and 
applied  theory  of  elasticity,  author  of 
numerous  scientific  papers  and  books: 

"In  recognition  of  your  distinguished 
contributions  to  knowledge,  the  faculty 
of  Lehigh  University,  with  the  approba- 
tion and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, has  charged  me  with  the  pleasant 
duty  of  conferring  upon  you  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  doc- 
tor of  science  with 
all  of  the  rights 
and  privileges 
thereunto  pertain- 
ing. In  witness 
whereof  I  present 
you  with  this  di- 
ploma and  direct 
that  you  be  invest- 
ed with  the  aca- 
demic insignia  ap- 
propriate to  this 
degree."

Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary 

By  rights,  the  first  half  of  this  report 
should  he  by  Buchanan  and  the  latter 
half  by  me  for  it  was  he  that  gave  the 
work  its  "flying  start".  I  took  it  on  the 
"wing"  and  want  to  make  this  public 
recognition  of  his  fine  part  in  the  year's 
work,  and  the  help  given  me  by  him  at 
the  time  of  my  taking  office. 

First,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  our 
new  President  of  the  University,  Dr. 
C.  C.  Williams,  not  forgetting  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams, the  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
their  wives,  for  their  hospitality  to  Mrs. 
Cornelius  and  me  on  our  taking  resi- 
dence in  Bethlehem;  also  to  the  various 
club  presidents,  secretaries,  chairmen 
and  members  of  fund  committees,  class 
agents  and  correspondents  for  their 
hearty  cooperation  in  alumni  matters 
and  for  the  every  help  they  have  given 
me  as  Executive  Secretary. 

I  can't  go  further  without  paying  tri- 
bute to  Bob  Herrick,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, who  has  practically  taken  off  my 
hands  the  publication  of  the  Bulletin. 
No  one  ever  had  a  better  or  more  will- 
ing assistant.  And  right  here  I  want  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  young  women 
in  our  Alumni  Office,  who  are  most  effi- 
cient, willing  and  ready  to  extend  a  wel- 
come and  to  serve  alumni  and  the  Uni- 
versity at  all  times. 

All  of  the  clubs,  through  their  chair- 
men and  members  of  fund  committees, 
have  been  most  willing,  active  and  help- 
ful in  contacting  alumni  in  connection 
with  the  clearing  up  of  the  Library  debt 
and  they  have  my  thanks.  Right  here  I 
want  to  thank  the  class  agents  and  cor- 
respondents for  their  help. 

Fund  raising  this  year,  although  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil and  turned  over  to  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation, with  E.  F.  Johnson  acting  as 
chairman  of  the  general  committee,  has 
been  one  of  the  most  active  duties  of 
your  new  Secretary.  This  was  a  real 
emergency,  created  by  the  generous  offer 
of  the  University  Trustees  to  cancel  half 
of  the  $80,000  debt  remaining  on  the 
Library,  providing  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation was  able  to  raise  the  other  $40,- 
000.  However,  along  with  it,  opportunity 
was  given  the  Executive  Secretary  to 
spread  good  will,  meet  large  numbers 
of  alumni,  telling  them  of  the  goings-on 
at  the  University  and  alumni  doings, 
etc.  Not  too  much  credit  can  be  given 
to  E.  F.  Johnson  for  all  the  time  he  has 
given  to  this  fund  raising  and  he  has 
the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation. We  must  not  forget  Okeson  for 
his  untiring  efforts,  advice  and  his  many 
most  effective  personal  contacts.  You 
have  already  heard  Okeson  report  on  the 
results  of  the  Fund.  It  is  well  to  note 
that  this  year  1731  have  paid  Dues  as 
against  15S7  last  year,  an  increase  of 
144.  representing  9.06%  increase.  1888 
have  subscribed  to  the  Bulletin,  as 
against  1482  last  year,  an  increase  of 
406,  representing  27.3%  increase.  1144 
have  contributed  to  the  Fund,  as  against 
719  last  year,  an  increase  of  425,  repre- 


senting 59%  increase.  It  should  he  re- 
membered that  practically  all  the  prom- 
ised payments  on  subscriptions  to  the 
Alumni  Fund  were  cleared  up  last  year 
and  the  above  represents  new  gifts. 

We  are  always  interested  in  the 
Placement  Bureau,  handled  by  Boh  Mor- 
gan. He  tells  me  that  he  is  pleased  with 
the  improvement  in  cooperation  be- 
tween the  offices  of  curricula  directors 
and  the  Placement  Bureau.  Morgan  is 
glad  to  report  an  increasing  number  of 
interviewers  coming  to  the  campus,  re 
suiting  in  giving  the  seniors  a  greater 
selection  of  jobs. 

I  wish  all  of  you  could  have  been  here 
on  Sub-Freshman  Day  to  see  all  the 
young  men  here  who  are  interested  in 
coming  to  Lehigh.  Looking  down  from 
the  gallery  above,  it  reminded  me  of  a 
beehive,  as  the  boys  milled  around  with 
parents,  alumni  and  student  guides.  Dr. 
Congdon,  in  charge,  worked  up  a  most 
attractive  program,  giving  the  prospec- 
tive students  and  their  friends  an  op- 
portunity to  see  the  University  and  get 
together  for  lunch,  served  in  the  Arm- 
ory. Dr.  Congdon  tells  me  we  have 
more  applicants  for  admission  than  ever 
before,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  ex- 
pect a  larger  freshman  class  than  last 
year.  The  publicity  bureau,  under  Pro- 
fessor Gramley.  although  started  as  an 
alumni  office  activity,  has  been  turned 
over  to  him  as  a  very  robust  child  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  now  under  the 
care    of   the    University.

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OBITUARIES 

William  Butterworth,  '89 

William  Butterworth,  M.E.,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  Deere  and 
Co:,  one  of  the  world's  largest  farming 
machine  manufacturers,  and  a  former 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States,  died  of  a  heart  at- 
tack while  walking  with  a  friend  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Seaview  Golf  Course, 
at  Absecon,  N.  J.,  on  May  31,  1936. 

Born  at  Maineville,  Ohio,  on  Decem- 
ber 18,  1864,  Mr.  Butterworth  prepared 
for  Lehigh  at  the  public  schools  in  Cin- 
cinnati and  in  Washington,  D.  C.  After 
his  graduation  from  Lehigh,  Mr.  Butter- 
worth went  to  Paris  with  the  United 
States  commission  in  charge  of  the  coun- 
try's exhibit  at  the  exposition  there.  Re- 
turning to  Washington,  he  served  as 
private  secretary  to  the  commissioner  of 
patents,  studying  law  nights  until  1892, 
when  he  was  admitted  to  the  Illinois 
bar. 

After  his  marriage  to  Miss  Katherine 
Deere,  he  became  assistant  buyer  for 
Deere  and  Co.  On  the  death  of  Mr. 
Charles  Deere  in  1907,  Mr.  Butterworth 
was  elected  president.  He  retained  this 
position  until  1928,  when  he  became 
chairman  of  the  board. 

As  head  of  one  of  the  largest  manu- 
facturers of  farming  equipment  in  the 
world,  Mr.  Butterworth  became  a  direc- 
tor of  the  United  States  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  1914.  In  1928,  he  was 
named  president  and  later  became  the 
first  chairman  of  that  body  to  be  re- 
elected and  one  of  the  two  former  presi- 
dents to  hold  three  consecutive  one-year 
terms. 

Mr.  Butterworth  also  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Illinois  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation from  1917  to  1920.  He  was  a  di- 
rector of  the  Moline  National  Bank,  the 
United  Light  and  Power  Company  and 
the  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company. 

His  other  memberships  included  the 
American  and  Illinois  Historical  Asso- 
ciations, American  Statistical  Associa- 
tion, the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity,  the 
Chicago,  University  and  Saddle  and 
Cycle  Clubs  in  Chicago,  the  Metropoli- 
tan, Racquet  and  Burning  Tree  Golf 
Clubs  in  Washington  and  the  India 
House  in  New  York. 

His  widow  and  a  brother  survive. 

D.  M.  Moore,  '90 

Daniel  McFarlan  Moore,  prominent 
electrical  engineer  and  inventor,  was 
killed  near  his  garage  in  East  Orange 
on  June  15,  by  a  former  business  asso- 
ciate, who  had  recently  been  confined  in 
an  institution  for  the  insane. 

A  former  associate  of  the  late  Thomas 
Edison,  Moore  was  born  in  Northumber- 
land, Pa.,  on  February  27,  1869.  After 
leaving  the  University,  he  organized  the 
Moore  Light  and  the  Moore  Electric 
Companies.  Later  he  sold  his  interests  in 


the  firms  to  the  General  Electric  Com- 
pany, serving  until  his  recent  retire- 
ment as  manager  of  the  Moore  Light 
Dept.  of  the  General  Electric  Company. 

He  invented  lamps  essential  to  radio 
photographs  in  1924  and  in  1925  the  first 
lamp  that  transmitted  radio  motion  pic- 
tures. He  was  the  author  of  many  scien- 
tific papers  and  tracts. 

Mr.  Moore  held  membership  in  The  Il- 
luminating Engineering  Society,  the 
New  York  Electrical  Society,  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution  and  was  a  fel- 
low of  the  American  Institute  of  Elec- 
trical  Engineering. 

Two  daughters  survive  him. 

H.  D.  McCaskey,  '93 

Hiram  Dryer  McCaskey,  E.M.,  noted 
geologist,  died  April  26,  1936,  at  his 
home. 

Born  in  Fort  Totten,  North  Dakota, 
on  April  10,  1871,  he  prepared  for  Le- 
high at  Franklin  and  Marshall  Academy. 
After  leaving  the  University,  he  served 
as  a  chemist  for  two  years,  and  in  1896 
became  headmaster  at  St.  Thomas  Hall 
in  Mississippi,  after  he  had  been  on  the 
faculty  for  a  year  as  instructor  in  math- 
ematics. Later  he  went  to  St.  Matthew's 
School  in  California  where  he  served  as 
instructor  in  English  and  Mathematics 
(1898  to  1900). 

From  1900  to  1903,  Mr.  McCaskey 
served  as  a  mining  engineer  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  for  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Mines.  For  the  next  three  years,  he  was 
chief  of  the  Bureau  at  Manila. 

He  was  a  fellow  in  geology  at  Lehigh 
University  in  1906-07.  Returning  to  the 
department  of  the  interior,  he  became 
assistant  geologist  (1907),  geologist 
(1911)  and  chief  of  the  section  of  metal 
resources  in   1912. 

From  1915  to  1919  he  served  as  geolo- 
gist in  charge  of  the  division  of  mineral 
resources,  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  in  the 
Philippines,  where  he  reorganized  the 
mining  bureau  and  assisted  in  the  re- 
organization of  the  work  of  the  geologi- 
cal survey  in  metallic  resources  of  the 
United    States. 

Mr.  McCaskey  was  a  delegate  to  the 
International  Geological  Congress  in 
Mexico  City  in  1906;  to  the  Internation- 
al Engineering  Congress  in  San  Francis- 
co in  1915;  and  to  the  Pan-American 
Scientific  Congress  in  1917. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  and 
was  the  author  of  numerous  monographs 
on  the  mineral  resources  and  geology 
of  the  Philippines  and  on  the  metallic 
mineral  resources  of  the  United  States.. 

His  wife,  a  brother,  and  a  sister,  sur- 
vive him. 

S.  S.  Riegel,  '97 

Samuel  Stewart  Riegel,  M.E.,  died 
suddenly  in  Buffalo,  on  May  13,  1936. 

Born  in  Stouts,  near  Riegelsville,  Pa., 
on  November  14,  1S72,  Mr.  Riegel  pre- 
pared for  Lehigh  in  the  Bethlehem 
schools.  Following  his  graduation  from 


Lehigh,  he  was  employed  by  the  Ameri- 
can Locomotive  Company  in  Dunkirk, 
N.  Y. 

In  1902,  Mr.  Riegel  became  mechani- 
cal engineer  for  the  Southern  Railway 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  but  was  recalled 
to  the  American  Locomotive  Company 
in  1907,  to  take  a  position  in  their  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  plant.  Later  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  Schenectady. 

In  1909,  he  accepted  a  position  in 
Scranton  with  the  Lackawanna  Rail- 
road, as  mechanical  engineer.  While 
with  the  Lackawanna  Railroad,  Mr.  Rie- 
gel was  responsible  for  the  design  of 
the  Scranton  Lackawanna  shops  and  for 
many  improvements  in  locomotive  de- 
sign and  performance.  He  was  generally 
recognized  by  his  associates  on  this  and 
other  railroads  as  one  of  the  five  most 
competent  mechanical  engineers  in  the 
United  States. 

He  was  a  member  of  several  national 
committees  of  the  American  Railway 
Association  and  was  active  in  the  Amer- 
ican Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers. 
He  was  intensely  interested  in  science 
generally,  especially  in  physics  and  as- 
tronomy. He  belonged  to  the  Masonic 
Order  of  Dunkirk,  and  to  the  Keystone 
Consistory   of   Scranton. 

His  widow,  two  sons  and  a  grandson 
survive  him. 

F.  W.  Roebling,  '00 

Ferdinand  William  Roebling,  Jr.,M.E., 
an  outstanding  figure  in  the  engineering 
world,  died  at  the  Columbia  University 
Medical  Center  on  May  30,  1936. 

Mr.  Roebling  was  born  in  Trenton,  N. 
J.,  on  September  29,  1878,  and  after  his 
graduation  from  Lehigh,  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Roebling  plant  in  Trenton. 
Four  years  later,  he  became  assistant 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  company, 
a  position  he  filled  until  1917,  when  he 
was  chosen  secretary. 

In  1926,  he  became  president  of  the 
company  and  held  this  position  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Considered  an  outstanding  figure  in 
the  engineering  world,  Mr.  Roebling  pre- 
pared the  plans  for  the  construction  of 
the  Williamsburg  Bridge  and  designed 
machinery  for  wire  drawing  that  is  in 
use  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Roebling  was  vice-president  of  the 
First  Mechanic  National  Bank  and  of 
the  Standard  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  a  di- 
rector of  Chase  National  Bank  of  New 
York,  the  Durable  Wire  Rope  Company, 
and  the  First  National  Company  of 
Trenton.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Pom- 
fret  School. 

He  was  a  Republican  and  a  member 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  held  mem- 
bership in  numerous  clubs.  He  belonged 
to  the  Sigma  Phi  Fraternity. 

His  widow,  two  sons  and  two  sisters

Andrew  Douglas  Jamieson,  El.Met., 
died  at  the  home  of  his  mother  in  Spring 
Lake,  N.   J.,  on  May  22,  1936. 
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Bern  in  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  on  No- 
vember 2,  1SS9,  Jamieson  prepared  for 
Lehigh  at  the  Laurenceville  High 
School.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was 
employed  as  a  chemist  by  the  Federated 
Metals  Corp.  of  Trenton.  N.  J. 

C.  E.  Oswald,  '19 

Word  has  been  received  in  the  Alum- 
ni Office  of  the  death  of  Gustavus  Eu- 
gene  Oswald.   No   details   are  available. 

Mr.  Oswald  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Ursinus  College.  He  re- 
ceived a  master's  degree  from  Lehigh  in 
1919. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Mr.  Oswald 
was  supervising  principal  of  schools  in 
Catasauqua.  Pa. 

W.  L.  Clow,  '36 

AVesley  Ludlow  Clow,  a  senior  mining 
student,  died  on  June  4,  1936,  from  a 
self-inflicted  wound  while  temporarily 
mentally  deranged. 

Born  in  Allenhurst,  N.  J.,  on  Decem- 
ber 30.  1912,  Clow  prepared  for  Lehigh 
at  the  Asbury  Park  High  School. 

His  parents  survive  him. 

C.  K.  Bugbee,  '37 

Charles  Kendall  Bugbee  died  suddenly 
at  the  home  of  his  parents  in  Trenton 
mi  May  31.  of  streptococci  infection. 

Boi  n  in  Belmar.  N.  J.,  on  August  22, 
1913,  Bugbee  piepaied  for  Lehigh  at 
Chestnut  Hill  Academy  and  remained 
here  for  three  years  when  he  resigned 
to  go  to  business. 

C.  W.  Phy  (Faculty) 

Charles  Wesley  Phy.  instructor  in  the 
Department  of  English,  died  Thursday, 
June  4,  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Beth- 
lehem, as  a  result  of  wounds  inflicted 
by  a  deranged  student. 

Mr.  Phy  was  bom  June  13,  190S,  was 
a  graduate  of  Wesleyan  College  in  1930 
and  received  his  M.A.  degree  in  1931 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.

There  are  many 
things  we  have  now  which  we  did  not 
have  in  '86,  such  as  the  automobile, 
tadio,  moving  pictures  and  modern 
physics,  but  one  of  the  most  conspicu- 
ous things  to  which  I  will  confine  my 
remarks,  because  it  is  in  my  own  field, 
is  the  development  and  use  of  electri- 
city. 

"In  1SS2  in  my  Freshman  year,  I  at- 
tended a  class  in  physics  by  Professor 
Harding,  who  exhibited  the  first  dynamo 
I  ever  saw,  lighting  a  few  incandescent 
lamps.  I,  as  a  strong  looking  farmer 
boy,  was  impressed  into  service  as  a 
power  plant  to  operate  the  machine.  I 
had  several  surprises;  the  smallness  of 
the  lamps,  about  the  size  of  pigeon  eggs, 
the  large  amount  of  man-power  required 
to  make  the  filaments  become  red  and 
the  small  amount  of  light  I  could  pro- 
duce. Today,  partly  due  to  the  Class  of 


'S6,  we  have  dynamos  of  160,000  kilo- 
watts which  would  take  1,600,000  men 
to  turn,  if  you  could  hitch  them  to  the 
machines.  The  same  Professor  who  made 
me  drive  the  dynamo  organized  a  course 
in  electricity  and  later  one  leading  to 
the  degree  cf  E.E.  which  was  first  given 
in  1S87.  This  was,  I  believe,  the  first 
electrical  course  in  the  country." 

On  Alumni  Day,  the  men  of  'S6  w-ere 
the  luncheon  guests  of  the  Trustees  at 
Drown  Fall.  The  class  photo  was  taken 
on  the  Library  steps  before  the  parade 
of  the  reunion  classes  to  the  Athletic 
Field. 

This  group  was  graced  by  the  follow- 
ing ladies.  Mrs.  Stackhouse.  Mrs.  Harwi, 
Mrs.  Millholland,  Mrs.  Grossart,  Miss 
Katrine  Grossart  and  L.  Phaon  Grossart, 

All  cf  the  '86  men  were  the  guests  of 
Geo.  R.  Booth  at  the  class  dinner  held 
at  the  Bethlehem  Club,  and  during  the 
th:ee  or  more  hours  spent  at  the  festive 
board,  we  were  regaled  by  the  reading 
of  the  Class  Poem  prepared  for  this  oc- 
casion by  Howe,  followed  by  the  recital 
of  a  former  poem  he  had  written  for  a 
previous  re-union.  Howe  interspersed 
with  entertaining  anecdotes  and  inci- 
dents in  which  the  late  Richard  Harding- 
Davis,  Hal  and  Priestley  Toulmin,  Geo. 
Ruddle,  Chas.  Clapp  and  Geo.  Richard- 
sen   were   the   chief  characters. 

In  honor  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary 
of  his  graduation,  M.  A.  de  Wolfe  Howe 
wrote  the  following  poem : 

THE    FIFTIETH   RUNG 
"And   now   upon  her   former  sphere   il- 
lumed 
By  softening  rays  shed  from  her  set- 
ting sun 
Old    'Eighty-six    casts    the    last   longing 
glance, 
And  grieves  to  think  that  now  her  day

'91  Celebrates  45th 

Walton  Forstall,  leaving  almost  im- 
mediately after  our  reunion  for  a  vaca- 
tion in  Canada,  asked  me  to  give  the 
BrrxETix  some  report  of  our  Reunion 
happenings: 

My  first  official  connection  with  the 
Reunion  occurred  at  noon  Friday,  when 
Loos  produced  an  unobtrusive  orange

The  next  meeting  of  all  IS  men  at  7:00 
P.M.  was  at  the  Class  Banquet  Table 
in  the  Hotel  Bethlehem's  University 
Room,  specially  and  beautifully  decor- 
ated for  our  function.  Just  before  the 
banquet,  cur  men  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  Mrs.  Williams,  wife  of  the 
President,  who  kindly  arranged  to  give 
an  hour  of  her  busy  program  to  meet 
the  ladies  of  the  Class  around  their  own 
special  orange  and  black  table  on  the 
terrace  of  the  main  dining-room  of  the 
Hotel.

Hearty   wishes    for   health    and   happiness." 

Needless  to  say,  we  gave  the  Yen  cup 
a  fine  christening  and  the  hope  was  ex- 
pressed by  everyone  present  that  "Ting 
Ling"  would  be  present  at  the  40th  Re- 
union to  enjoy  a  good  long  pull  out  of 
it  himself.

condemnation  for  their  practices. 

There  are  those  who  urge  from  time 
to  time  that  all  public  education  in  the 
United  States  be  under  the  control  of  a 
federal  department  of  education  under 
a  secretary  of  education  in  the  presi- 
dent's cabinet.  Should  that  happen,  pri- 
vate colleges  might  become  the  main 
sources  of  knowledge  that  would  not 
be  suspect.  In  my  judgment,  the  future 
safety  of  this  nation  depends  in  no  small 
measure  upon  keeping  the  fountain 
sources  of  education  free  from  political 
pollution. 

Endowed  colleges,  therefore,  have  a 
significant  contribution  to  make  toward 
independent  education.  As  your  alma 
mater,  constituting  a  vital  part  of  your 
own  life's  experiences  and  outlook,  Le- 
high University  merits  your  affection 
and  support.  In  addition,  as  "a  watch- 
man on  the  mountain"  Lehigh  stands  as 
an  outpost  for  independence  and  integ- 
rity in  American  education.  She  also  ap- 
peals to  your  best  ideals  of  citizenship."
